Usu- 
ally at tl.e age of -i mouths the first trial 
trip is niatio. lie is then flown from dis- 
tances boh L.tn " and 70 miles at inter- 
val-, of two or thieo days 
Many excel- 


lent buds aie lost in these tual trips, 
and those viho return after a reasonable 
time arc comidutd fit to be entered in 
the young buds' races 
The shortest of 


these races is 100 miles, and birds oie 
not supposed to have been flown more 
than 90 miles before taking part in these 
speed trials 


This system of training is supposed 


to accomplish two widely different re- 
Milts for the young bird. In the first 
place, it teaches them to return to their 
lofts, and, in the second, they develop 
the muscle-; r.niU prepare them for tho 
hard v>ork vihich the ir.ces will require 
of them. For tho old birds these train- 


; Irip-i arc made with tho sole view of 


getting then muscles limbered up again 
and toughened for tho longer races.—

IN THE INTEREST OF THE SUGAR 


BEET INDUSTRY. 


1b» Missouri State Horticultural So- 


ciety has devised a plan relating to the 
development of sugar beet industry in 
that State. The plan has been sub- 
mitted to President MeKinley with a 
Tiew to making it general for the whole 
country. It is proposed that the Gov- 
ernment establish in each State, a 
station, where the saccharine qualities 
ot sugar beets can be tested. The prin- 
cipal paper of each county will be 
asked to supply the Secretary of Agri- 
culture with the names ol twenty 
farmers, who would likely take an in- 
terest in sugar beet experiments. 


Each of these will be supplied with 


sufficient seed to make a reasonable 
experiment, and a given number of 
pounds of each farmer's beets will be 
sent to the testing station. The re- 
sults of these tests to be tabulated and 
published by the Government, in bul- 
letin form for the benefit of the manu- 
facturers and others who are interested 
in the growing of beets or their manu- 
facture into sngar. . By such an ar- 
rangement, the quality of sugar beets 
raised in any locality can be determined 
aud will be positive information for in- 
vestors either in land necessary for 
' cultivation, or those who may desire 
to enter into the manufacture of beet 
augar. 


If the percentage of saccharine mat 


ter in the beet amounts to 12 per cent, 
sngar can be profitably made from it 
It is given as a fact that the importa- 
tion of sugar for each year amounts to 
$100,000,000; and 60 per cent of this 
amount is beat sugar. 


In Germany, where land for farming 


purposes is five times as valuable as 
general farming land in the United 
States, much of it is used for sugar 
beet culture, and to add to the cost, 
the land there is enriched with im 
ported fertilizers. 


If a foreign country can raise sugar 


beets profitably under such conditions, 
and find a market for its product of 
sugar in this country at a profit, it 
would seem plausible that with cheaper 
land and better facilities in every way, 
the United States could save tha $60,- 
000,000 annually sent to foreign coun- 
tries for this particular product. 


Major MeKinley is greatly interestod 


in the snbjest and as borne industry 
is strictly in accord with the funda- 
mental principles of the MeKinley bill, 
it is expected that he will favor the 
plan submitted by the Missouri Horti- 
cultural Society. 


THE 
CALIFORNIA 
LEOISL-VTUBK. 


The Legislature which Mr. Harma's 


sack was instramental in inflicting 
upon the people of California was, per- 
haps, the most corrupt body that ever 
convened in that State, not excepting 
the San Francisco Board of Supervi- 
sors. 
It was conceived in sin, born in 


iniquity and flourished and fattened 
on bribery and corruption. 
From the 


moment it convened until it was ad- 
journed sine die its course was crooked. 
Duckworth, the chief clerk of one of 
the Houses, who was proved a thief be- 
fore the Legislature was fairly organ- 
ized, was whitewashed by his confeder- 
ates in crime and permitted to remain 
in office until the close of the session 
and then furnished with a certificate of 
good character by those with whom be 
shared the spoils. Two newspaper cor- 
respondents were arrested at the in- 
stance of the principal plunderers for 
not divulging the names of the per- 
sons who gave them information that 
led to the exposure of a part of the 
rottenness of the Legislature. Those 
correspondents were persecuted and 
prosecuted for directing public atten. 
tion to the bribery of members of the 
Legislature, but no effort was made to 
expose the bribe-givers and bring the 
bribe-takers to justice. The telegrams 
which furnished the proof of the cor- 
rupt methods by which it was sought 
to pass certain members were boxed 
up at the telegraph office and sent by 
express to Keno. By the timely act of 
the honest members of the Legislature 
the criminating telegraphic messages 
were intercepted by an officer 
at 


Truckee and taken back to Sacra- 
mento, read in open session and proved 
to the satisfaction of the public that 
all that was alleged by the persecuted 
correspondents was true, 


California has just cause to com- 


plain of the results of Mr. Haiiua's ex- 
penditures in that State in the recent 
campaign. 
It gave the State the most 


conscienceless body of thieves that 
ever convened to make laws for the 
people, and all good citizens should de- 
voutly pray that they never again may 
be inflicted by such a lot of scoundrels. 


TEE California Legislature adjourned 


at an early hour Sunday morning. 
The last hours were given over to mer- 
riment and speech making and the 
usual presentations were features of 
the occasion. Chief Clerk Duckworth 
seemed to be the principal issue of the 
Assembly and much of the time of the 
session has been occupied in trying to 
defeat his schemes. Even at the last 
moment, a lively fight, in which the at- 
taches joined was made to shut him 
oat from a $500 appropriation for clear- 
ing np the work at the desks. He lost 
the appropriation, but it was about the 
only thing during the session that he 
was beaten on, His qualities as a man- 
ipulator and lobbyist, will without 
doubt, receive future recognition. 


THE charges tnade by Governor Budd 


of California against State Printer 
Johnston, were investigated by a joint 
committee of the Legislature, and the 
report submitted is a complete vindi- 
cation of Mr. Johnston. The report 
deals in detail with all o£ the charges 
made by the Governor, and every one 
was shown to be without foundation. 
The following in a concluding para' 
graph: 


"In conclusion we desire to say that 


we have been agreably surprised in 
finding the system that prevails in 
this institution. It is larger than we, 
or, we are satisfied, a majority of the 
people of the State, realized. We find 
that Mr. Johnston, the Superintendent, 
is a practical printer of long experience, 
and thoroughly Jcompetent to handle 
the institution under his charge. He 
has under him a corps of efflcifmt as- 
sistants, and a discipline prevails in 
the State Printing office rarely to be 
found in public institutions. It is 
conducted in all respects as a first-class 
private idstitution would be." 


This probably ends one of the scan- 


dals stirred up iu tha Calfornia Legis- 
lature, and leaves the Goveinor in an 
unenviable position and the criticism 
that he will be subjected to will not be 
pleasant. 


H. WEKSTOCK of Suei-ameuto has 


Commenced a libel suit against the Bee 
of that city, for $50,000. The Bee \a 
charged with publishing an article on 
March 3d, concerning the plaintiff, that 
was false, malicious, and defamatory. 
Weinstock is a member of the firm of 
Weinstock & Lubin and is a prominent 
man in public affairs.

Gibson of Tennessee was the first 


speaker and he delivered a general ar- 
gument in favor of protection. 


Dockery of Missouri, who followed, 


said it was not a surprise to him that 
the discussion so far had beon tame 
and uninteresting. 


The truth is," said he, "that the 


people of this country want more 
money aud less taxes. This bill does 
not represent the issue of the late 
campaign. The people would prefer to 
see $118,000,000 more money put in cir- 
culation than to see that amount 
absorbed by the treasury."

Dockery ridiculed the idea that the

done so, why he asked, had the Bepub- 
lican members of tha Ways and Means 
Committee lifted the metal and cotton 


monstrous law? He denied tbere was 
an era of prosperity for labor during 
the existence of the MeKinley law and 
instanced the Carnegie strike. 


"That 
catastrophe," 
interrupted 


Dalzell, "was the result of a contest 
between organized labor and the op- 
ponents of organized labor.

Some mischievous youth anointed the 
cynic v.'ilh much ointment, pouring it 
lavishly over his head and face. When 
he nwokc, ho exclaimed in an angry 
voice: "What Is this? O Hercules, will 
not somo one como with a sponge and 
vripo my face, which ia thus polluted 
with a lot of dirt?" 


At tho riynan banquets it wmi usual 


for tho sla\ os to come m with bladders 
full of Babylonian perfumes and bedew 
(ho gailtuicls and walls and hangings 
and fill tho halls with delicious fra- 
grance. In fcome of tho more modern 
feasts statues and ornaments were pro- 
vider! With jets which throw out diluted 
i nonces and uttars.—London Society.
